Thursday was the day fixed for the trial at 
Mt, Olivet, of Samuel Rogers and Samuel 
Rogers, Jr., for the alleged murder of Thomas 
and William Rogers.

Tho county attorney, as we learm 
resorted to the illegal and extraordinary pro- 
ceeding of trying to swear the magistrates 
off the cxamlng trial, and not succeeding af- 
ter various skirmishes, declined and refused 
to Introduce any evidence against defendants 
who were earnestly a.sking for a trial. There 
being no testimony against them they were 
discharged and tlie prosecution dismissed. 
It is stated the county attorney will take it 
before the grand Jury in November.— [Mays- 
ville Rtpublicav.

luiieh improvement, mij^ht be made in 
these crops with very little trouble or 
expense. There are other crop.s of 
which it is easj' to select the best indi- 
vidual specimens, the choicest ears of 
corn, or potatoes from the be.st and most 
jn’oductive hills. The best time to do 
this is at harvest. As the potatoes are 
dii^, the best specimens of the fine.st 
liills can be re:idily pre.served, and the 
trouble will be an hundred fold re]Kiid 
in more abundant } ield. The best time 
to secure seed corn is when it is beiuff 
cut. Select such ears as you desire and 
keep them where they iviil not freeze 
till perfectly dry, and if they are never 
cx]iosed to cold below f^'ezing no harm 
will be done. 

It is a p;ood plan to put aside grain 
Euitable for seed, a little more than will 
be needed. It is much better than to 
run around the neighborhood after seed 
oats or barlev or buckwheat when it is 
time to sow them, and generally at much 
less expense. It is btit little trouble to 
save manv garden and lioiver seeds, and
